UNAMERICAN TEACHINGS. 


Bishop Doane of Albany, N. T., in an 
adddress to the graduating class of a 
female seminary, directed chiefly against 
the woman’s suffrage movement, took 
eecasion to attack the principle of man- 
hood suffrage. He expressed the belief 
that “we shall be brought back to a 
democracy which shall demand for its 
existence government by men whom ed- 
ucation and actual Americanism of final 
interest in the nation qualify to gov- 
ern.“ 

If this means anything it means that 
we have made a mistake in adopting 
manhood suffrage and that the ballot 
should be restricted to citizens of prop- 
erty and superior education. It is a 
mild expression of a combination of the 
brahminical and plutocratic doctrine 


“that only the learned and the rich should 


have a part in government, 

Attractive as this plan appears in 
theory, it has invariably worked badly 
in practice. If Bishop Doane had read 
history aright he would not have been 
deluded with the idea that the exten- 
sion of the franchise is followed by a 
proportionate increase of corruption and 
dishonesty in government. On the other 
hand he would have known that this 
bugaboo'of the classes has invariably 
proved a biessing to the community. 
While it has been viewed with fear and 
aversion by those whose so-called vested 
rights and specia) privileges it has cur- 
tailed it has tended constantly to purify 
politics and restore justice to govern- 
ment. 

In every part of the world the exten- 
sion of the ballot has been productive of 
purer politics and better government, 
The British Government was rotten to 
the core until the Reform Bill was passed, 
and in so far as the franchise haa been 
extended in Great Britain politics has 
been cleansed and governmental stand- 
ards have been elevated. 

But our own country furnishes a no 
less striking comparison of govern- 
ment by the few and government 
by the many. Prof. McMasters, who 
is the best living authority on American 
history, has this to say of American 
politics under @ restricted suffrage: 

„A very little study of long-forgotten pol- 
ties will suffice to show that in filibustering 
and gerrymandering, in stealing Governor- 
ships and Legislatures, in using force at 
the polis, in colonizing and in distributing 
patronage to whom patronage is due, in 
all the frauds and tricks that go to make up

SAFETY IN SUMMER PLEASURES. 

The summer excursion will soon be in 
full blast, and, although the days have 
gone by when the Mississippi pilot tied 
down the safety valve in order to win 
the race with a competing boat, hardly 
a single season goes by without some 
more or less serious accident and even 
loss of life. A note of warning is neces- 
sary to the pleasure-loving public to 
look out for their own safety, and es- 
pecially to bring to public attention 
all negligence on the part of those who 
plan excursions, by boat or rail, to pro- 
vide for the safety of the thousands of 
lives in their care. 

All cases of overloading of excursion 
boats, of failure to carry life boats and 
life preservers, and of allowing drunken- 
ness, either among passengers or crew, 
should be promptly reported to the prop- 
er authorities and ventilated through the 
newspapers. 

Inspection of steamboat boilers and 
of the general condition and capacity of 
exctrsion boats should now be strict and 
thorough. It is a case where the lives of 
thousands of women and children are at 
stake, and while excursions on the river 
and into the country save the lives of 
large numbers every year by enabling 
them to enjoy health-giving breezes and 
exhilarating change, all this is dearly pur- 
chased at the cost of holocausts by fire 
and wholesale drownings such as have 
taken place in some excursion seasons. 

The city is growing so rapidly that 
each.year will see vaster crowds hurry- 
ing to the near-by summer resorts and 
patronizing the excursion boats. Noth- 
ing but constant watchfulness can guard 
the pleasure-seeking public from danger 
and death. 
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SOME SELF-CHOSEN PROPLE. 

Amid the general unrest at the end of 
the century there is a strong tendency 
among the most restless and. apprehen- 
sive to go far from the madding crowd 
and form colonies under new and untried 
conditions. Among the latest of such 
colony experiments ‘is one that Mrs.

Probably the most curious and interest- 
ing of these attempts to lee from the 
wrath to come” are the colonies started 
by “prophet” Cyrus L. Teed, who styles 
himself “Koresh,” and “prophet” H. E. 
Butler of California, who publishes an 
interesting little monthly called “The 
Esoteric,” which seems to have a consid. 
erable circulation. 

These two examples of the modern 
Moses have in common the two chief 
features of their millennial schemes, 
namely, the use of the Bible as a basis 
of their peculiar doctrines, and the idea 
of building an immense city—a new 
Jerusalem — whose inhabitants should 
live under communistic conditions. 

The prophet of Koresh has already 
formed the nucleus for his city at Estero, 
Fla., and ha issued a pamphlet telling 
in seductive style that it “will be laid 
out to contain thirty-six square miles. 
Its principal avenues will be 400 feet 
bread, with ks of fruit and nut trees 
the entire of streets.” 

Prophet Butler is not so well advanced 
nor so grandiloquent, He has the nucleus 
of a cojony, however, in Oalifornia, his 
plans being more simple and pastoral, 
but not less comimunistic. One of the 
central ideas with each leader is that they 
are saving their followers “as brands 
from the burning.“ “Come out and be 
ye separate,” they ory, and quote not 
only the Scriptures, but Gibbon and 
Hume, to show that conditions now are 
as bad all over the world as they were 
in a limited area before the fall of Rome. 

In so inducing people to cut themselves 
off from their fellows, even repudiating 
the ties of family if need be, these men 
wilfully cast away the opportunity of 
helping to reform the world through 
the ballot and by personal example, They 
hold themselves higher than human law, 
and seek isolation when they should be 
at work among their fellow-sufferers 
if they really believe that universal ruin 
is so imminent,

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~—- “PEE WHEAT SHORTAGE. 

To support their claims that damage 
to the winter wheat crop has been greatly 
exaggerated, R. G. Dun & Co., in their 
weekly review Of trade, have pointed to 
the unusually large receipts of wheat at 
Western markets fon this season of the 
year. The pomt th try to make is 
that farmers would not be selling their 
old wheat as freely as these receipts in- 
dicate if the new crop was threatened 
with serious shortage. 

Unfortunately, the facts do not bear 
out this theory.. The comparatively large 
receipts at Western markets are due more 
to the shifting of stock from one ac- 
cumulative center to another than to 
increased farmers’ deliveries. 

The St. Louis market, for instance, 
having been almost cleaned out of its 
stock of wheat through sales to mills in 
the West, East and North has been draw- 
ing upon Chicago’s stock for supplies. 
This is true also of Toledo, Kansas City 
and other Western markets whose stocks 
have been low. 

A careful examination of the reports 
will show that a very small portion of the 
receipts of wheat at the primary markets 
for several weeks past has come directly 
from the country. 

The Judges of the courts of Philadel- 
phia propose to appear in gowns next 
fall, imagining that they will be much 
more impressive thus clothed.

RECRIPTS FOR SIX MONTHS.

to Gov. Altgeld. 


CHICAGO, June B. Gov. Altgeld to-day 
received the statement of the gross re- 
céipts of the Iilinois Central road for the 
six months ended April 0, 1895, oft which 
the State’s share, seven per cent, amounts 
to $296,723. 
Excepting during the fiscal year 1894, when 
the earnings of the railroad were so greatly 
reduced by the coal and A. R. U. strikes, 
the receipts of the railway, and conse- 
quently of the State therefrom, have invari- 
ably been larger from May 1 to October 31 
than in the earlier half of the year. There 
is therefore by? A reason to expect that the 
State’s receipts during the current year will 
exceed $600, and be greater than in any 

receding year except 1893, when the World’s 
Pair brought them up to $753,069. 

Eastbound rates from Chicago have gone 
to utter smash. Nobody is making the 
slightest pretense of maintaining rates, 
and prices are pretty much what the shipper 
chooses to make them, Grain is openly 
taken at 15 cents, 5 cents under the agr 
tariff, and other reductions are proportion- 
ate. The collapse of the money pool has 
broken down the last barrier, and rates are 
now in a more demoralized condition than 
they have been for the last five years. The 
money pool was not so much of a help in 
the maintenance of rates, but it assisted 
somewhat, and now even the aid that it 
afforded is gone.

BECKWITH RELEASED. 


State Department Notified That Mexico

Louis United Elevatqr Company the past 
two weeks the officials of that corporation 
have sternly refused to give out a state- 
ment of figures from their books to ex- 
plain the shortage in cash, or rather to ex- 

lain why there is no cash on. hand, and 

he company is compelled to borrow 000 
to tide over its difficulties. But the Post- 
Dispatch is enabled to give the first au- 
thentic statement from the com s books 
that, so far, comes to the public, It was 
furnished by an official of the company 
and, therefore, is presumed to be correct 
in so far as estimates made by the officials 
of the company can be correct.

falling once more into that species of mel- 
ancholia and depression which followed for 
a considerable time the demise of his eld- 
est son, the Duke of Clarence, causing him 
to keep on 1 in conversation on the 
probability of his own death at an early 
date. 

The reason for the revival of this state 
of mind is attributed to the circumstances 
of the Duke’s death, which now turns out 
to have been not .inflammation of the lungs, 
as stated, but te a pistol shot, self-inflicted, 
in a moment of intense * agony, 
caused by gout, coupled with mental de- 
pressioh, resulting from the effects of the 
banting system carried to excess. 

Now, the Duke is the third of a mem- 
orable party of four who has died a violent 
death, and the survivor is no other than 
the British heir apparent. A few months 
before the young Prince Imperial of France 
started for South 8 whence he never 
returned, he paid a visit of five da to 
the Duke of Hamilton, in Scotland, hid 
fellow guests being Crown Prince Rudolph 
of Austria and the Prince of Wales.

He found that, after all, the maelstrom 
was not the frightful watery abyss that 
tradition and folk lore had been depicting 
it for centuries. Down in his little basket, 
oscillating to and fro, almost within reach 
ef the slapping waves, he felt no +fear. 
There, in a spot where no mortal man had 
ever been before, the first on earth to see 
the whirlpool of the world as it really was, 
he learned, and he has brought back tan- 
gible proofs of the unlying lens, that the 
maelstrom is simply a succession and con- 
glomeration of torrents, eddies and cur- 
rents, eddies and currents in which no 
small boat could live, but through which 
any large vessel properly handled, might 
pass to safety 

A more important piece of news, a more 
valuable bit of contribution to the day- 
book of science, has seldom been given out. 
One by one the old myths of the world, dat- 
ing back to the time when fairies, elves 
and goblins, gods and demons, giants, 
satyrs and pigmies were believed in, are 
being disproved by careful investigation. 
The tradition of the maelstrom is the latest 
to go.

d have exploded with cold facts one 
of the most dramatic of his tales.- . 


“A Descent Into the Malestrom“ stands 
m imaginative force well in the class of 
those short stories headed by the “Black 
Cat.“ Until now it has always been be- 
lieved to have been the exact truth. Few 
more wonderful descriptions have been 
written than the tale of the stufdy Norse 
‘fisherman and his brothers who, overtaken 
by storm, with their boat laden down by 
fish, and before they knew it and could 
prevent it, were driven by the currents 
and tides into the full force of the. Mos- 
koestrom.”’

He has ascertained how 
much heat the average man dertves from 
his clothing in cool weather. When the 
outside temperature is 80 deg. Fahrenheit, 
the temperature on the coat is 71.2 deg.; 
between the coat and ‘the waistcoat, 73.¢ 
deg.; between waistcoat and shirt, 75.9 deg. ; 
between shirt and undershirt, 77.4 deg., and 
between the woolen undershirt and the skin, 
90.9 deg. 

Clothing is, therefore, responsible for more 
than 40 deg. of the temperature next to the 
body. Each layer adds considerable to the 
temperature.
